Son is He?” He asks by what authority does Christ teach. 
How can the teacher give a non-sectarian answer? He can- 
not say that Christ was God else he will offend both Unitarian 
and Jew. He cannot say that Christ was not God, else he will 
offend the orthodox Protestant and the Catholic. What will 
the Jew say when it is read in one of the Bible stories that the 
Jewish ~ put Christ to death? A non-sectarian Bible 
story is an Impossibility. 


While several state courts have decided that the King 
James version or translation of the Bible is not a sectarian 
book within the meaning of the Constitution or laws provid- 
ing that no sectarian book shall be used in any common or 
public school, it is generally acknowledged that there is dan- 
ger that the use of the Bible may degenerate into an abuse 
and that teachers employed to give secular instruction’ may 
readily become sectarian propagandists. The Catholic student 
will not acknowledge that the King James version of the Bible 
is the full revealed Word of God. It is not accepted as a cor- 
rect English version of the inspired Book by three-fifths of 
the Christian people of the world and much of it has been 
repudiated by Protestant Biblical scholars. Hundreds of 
texts have been distorted out of their real meaning and sev- 
eral Canonical Books havé been entirely’ eliminated. 

We quite fully agree with the Christian Educator that 
“if civilization is to continue and democracy is to grow in 
strength, society must recognize the presence, power, pur- 
poses of the living God and all that He has made known con- 
cernin® sin, salvation, righteousness, life and immorality.” 
We do not believe that this sublime work can be accomplished 
by reading of Bible stories or memorizing 
isolated texts. We do not believe that it is possible, as the 
Colorado State Teachers’ Association is attempting, to find 
“a way to create a state council of religious education.” It is 
a dangerous step, a step in the direction of union of Church 
and State. History shows that it is not so far a step to 
domination of the Church by the State.—B. X. O'R.
